No explanation accompanied the 
report, but it was sald at the com-

Many persons and cor- 
porations were listed several times 
in the chaotic report and the re-

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How to Protect 
And “Doll Up” 
Your Blankets 


By WANDA BARTON 


OOD blankets are expensive 
G these days, and careful house- 

kéepers feel that they must 
take the best care of them in every 
way. 

To protect their blankets, French 
women make their bed sheets extra 
long, so that at least three-quarters 
of a yard may be turned over at 
the top. Again they slip the blan- 
kets into envelopes made of fine 
cambric or nainsook, which are 
featherstitched to match the stripes 
in the blankets and with initials 
embroidered on the pointed flap. 

A fad just now is to bind the 

lankets at the top with broad satin 
ribbon the color of the stripes on 


the blanket, which makes them 
look very dressy. 
Another new fad ts to button- 


hole stitch the edges, then crochet 
a scalloped edge of silk across the 
top of the blanket. This makes a 
very pretty finish. 
had 
the top, then buttonhole = stitched 
with heavy silk and finished them 
r sewing a row of heavy lace un- 
er the scallops. 

Army biankets of fine quality in 
browns or grays are used now on 
bachelor beds. When so used, they 
are initialed in red and bound in 
the same color. Another rather odd 
fancy is to buy plain black bian- 
kets and relieve their somberness 
with several stripes of inch-wide 
satin ribbon in the desired colior, 
the binding being of ribbon to 
match. Initials may be embroid- 
ered in heavy silk of corresponding 
color. Colontal flower baskets, 
and figures, or the peasant em- 
broidery are also effective on the 
black blankets. With these bilan- 
kets black silk spreads have come 
into being. embroidered in colors 
and finished with crocheted § silk 
fringe. 

Almost all women cut double 
blankets in two before using them 
and bind the cut ends to match the 
bound ends. This is done for two 
reasons: First, they spread more 
smoothiy on the bed and second 
they may be used singly if desired. 
Of course they can be cleaned or 
laundered much more easily. 

Scotch plaid blankets in all the
